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WALTER R. FERGUSON, 
WAR VETERAN, BURIED 
WITH MILITARY HONORS 


' 
After a long and painful illness, ané 
at the early age of 24, there passed 
uwayy at the home of his. parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. A. Ferguson, their son 
Walter Robert, who died of tuber- 
culosis, contracted while on active 
service during the great war, 
Walter, who previously was in the 
Bank of Commerce, Macleod, enlist- 
ed in December, 1915, in the 137th 
Battalion, in Calgary, in which he re- 
mained during the period of training 
on this side, but upon arriving in 
England he and his brother, George, 
were transferred into the 49th in the 
fall of 1916. In the month of Nov- 
ember or December of that year he; 
was sent over to France, but he did 
not remain long as he contracted 
trench fever and was sent back to 
“ngland, where he remained until his 
recovery. In August of 1918 he was 
attached to the 81st as a_ signaler, 
and he stayed with this regiment un- 
til the end of the war. He was at 
Amiens on the memorable 8th of 
August, when the British made their 
big drive. He was also at Arras, 
Vimy and at Verdun. In one of the 
jatter engagements he was severely 
gassed, which laid the foundation for 
the insidious disease which finally 
proved fatal. After the signing of 
the Armistice he went with his regi- 
ment into Germany, enduring the long 
and heavy marches connected with the 
occupation of that country. 

He landed back in Canada about the 
middle of July, 1919, war wrecked 
and shattered. He stayed at his 
home for about two weeks, when he 
became a patient in the Belcher Hos- 
pital in Calgary. He was only there 
a short time before he was trans- 
ferred to the Fort Qu-Appelle Sana- 
tarium in Saskatchewan, where be re- 
mained for two months. After leny- 
ing the Fort Qu’Appelle institution 
he returned to Calgary and remained 
there until the end of April, 1920, 
when he was again compelled to go 
into hospital. This time the medieval 
authorities sent him to the sanatarium 
at Frank, where he remained until 
July 9th, ten days ayo, when he was 
brought home to Macleod to die, and 
he passed away peacefully early on 
Monday morning, surrounded by his 
wife, who was Miss Bertha Carrow, 
daughter of Major Carrow, of Kam- 
loops, and to whom he wus married 
in April last, his mother and el 
and brothers and sisters. His pastor | 
was the Rev. J. Kennedy, of the 
Presbyterian Church, but during the 
latter’s absence from town he was | 
visited by Rev. W. A. Lewis, of the 
Methodist Church. 

The funeral took place on Tues- 
day afternoon, and the deceased was 
buried with full military honors by 
the comrades of the Macleod G. W. 
V. A., under the direction of Capt. 
g. 8. Lambert. The veterans | 
assembled at the house, where the 
casket was placed upon a gun car- 
riage kindly furnished by Inspector 
Macdonald, of the R.C.M.P., over the 
easket was spread the Union Jack for 
which the deceased had suffered on4 
died. ; 

Immediately preceding the cusket 
was the firing party under the direc- 
tion of Comrade J. Ridley, and the 
procession moved off at slow march 
and reversed arms to the Preshyterar 
Church, where the service was held, 
conducted by Rev. W. A. Lewis. At 
the conclusion of the service the con- 
gregation stood at solemn pttention 
whilst the “Dead March in Sani” was 
being played upon the organ by Mr. 
F. Morris, who acted as oreanist for 
the occassion. 

The body was once agam placed 
upon the gun carriage and conveyed 
to the Union Cemetery, fcllowed by!

of war. And maybe some of our 
worthy citizens have wondered what 
the advent of these weapons meant. 
But no one need become alarmed, 
they are not brought into our peace- 
ful town because the authorities are 
fearful of some dreadful uprising, 
but that they may find a last peace- 
ful resting place and serve as a re- 
minder of the great struggle the na- 
tion has passed through and = as 
monuments to the sacrifices our boys 
made “over there” in order to secure 
to us and to all men the liberties we 
so highly prize. 

These two strangers that have 
made their sudden appearance to our 
town are two captive German guns, 
sent to the town by the Controller of 
War Trophies for safe and careful 


keeping. One of them is a 77 MM. or 
what is popularly known by the 
“Tommies” as a “whiz bang.’’ They 


were fired so rapidly that you saw 
the shell explode before you heard the 
sound of its coming. The other is a 
100 M.M. or 4.5 gun, which carried 
a much heavier shell than the other 
and had a longer range. These guns 
were captured at Amiens by the 31st 
Canadian Battalion—a Calgary Batt- 
alion—to which many of our local 
boys helonged. They were captured 
at that never-to-be-forgotten day, the 
8th of August, 1918, when the Brit- 
ish started the drive upon the Ger- 
mans that was the beginning of the 
end, 

In talking of that memorable occas- 
sion one of our local boys, who was 
there says that the whole thing beg- 
gars description, The preparations 
were so secret that even many of the 
British officers were not aware of 
what was being planned and certain- 
ly the Germans had not the faintest 
idea of what was being prepared for 
their benefit, and when on the fate- 
ful zero hour on the 8th day of Aug- 
ust, our boys went over the top— 
they went over with such a force that 
they carried everything before them. 
In one day they made an advance of 
25 miles into the enemy territory, 
and the Germans not knowing how far 
their own forces had retreated, were 
actually sending trainloads of re- 
mforcements right into the British 
lines, only to be captured as soon as 
they arrived.

Around 
Hill Springs there were some good 
fields of brome grass standing high 
and healthy. The crops on the 
Pincher Creek and Waterton — trail 
never looked better, all the way out 
we passed heavy stands of grains 
and grasses; wheat, oats and timothy 
appeared to be in splendid shape. 

Out on the range the cattle and 
horses were in fine shape, looking 
sleek and fat, with scarcely any trace 
of the hard seige they endured during 
the past winter. 

All the creeks and rivers are high 
and one could not help regretting that 
no attempt has yet been made to store 
up * me of this water and make it 
available to the farmers on the lower 
levels and so ensure them a reason- 
able return for their Jabors. It seems 
to us reasonable that Providence 
meant this country for irrigation be- 
‘ause the months when the water is 
most needed on the land are the 
months when the rivers are highest 
and from the mountains castward 
there is a natural fall of the land that 
should make most of it accessable to 
the water at the lowest possible cost. 
There is absolutely no reason why this 
section of the country should not be 
the most productive section in the 
whole of Alberta, if only some one 
could be found to tackle the problem 
in 7 common sense way,

The dead man appears to be a Slav 
or Italian, and had been dragged into 
this three-foot cement culvert, 30 
fect below the rails. When found his 
throat bore a deep gash. A short dis-

or, who found the body, discovered a 
pool of blood and hair, 


There is practically nothing known 
about the dead man. However it is 
practically sure that he was not a see- 
tion hand on the railroad, and the 
supposition that he was a miner and 
met with foul play at the hands of 
some of his companions, seems to car- 
ry some weight with the provincial 
police.

UNITED STATES 
PROPOSES TO ESTABLISH 
A STATE OF ZION 


By Payne 
LONDON, July 7.—A practical pro- 
gram of construction for a state 


of Zion in Palestine, prepared by the 
American delegation of 42 has been 
accepted by delegates to the Zion 
conference from England and the 
British Dominions, including Canada. 
British delegations have been in con- 
ference for two days. The Ameri- 
cans engaged in a whirlwind cam- 
paign to put over this plan. The re- 


was called today, all the English 
speaking delegates united in support 
of the American proposals,. These 
include the sending to Palestine of a 
large unit of engineers and_ scien- 
tifically trained men to plan rail- 
rouds, lay out cities, locate factories, 
design buildings, test its soil for the 
best possible crops, build irrigation 
dams, ditches, and do all things need - 
ful to prepare the promised land for 
a new population of many millions. 

Conference Personnel Compete 

With the arrival yesterday of_Po- 
lish and other Continental delegates, 
the personnel at the conference is 
complete. The leaders include Dr. 
Max Nordau, Dr. S. E. Sokine, of 
Jewish national fund commission and 
Dr. A. Saphir. On the eve of the 
meeting Dr. Max Nordau, outlined 
his view on the problems of immi- 
yrration which he regards as the most 
important. “Zionism stands or falls 
with the Jewish majority in Pales-|, 
tine. We are now all over the world 
an insignificant foreign element in 
the midst of strange nations. No toler- 


ation is even granted our religious 
and national rights. The fundamen- 
tal problem therefore is the speedy 
mass immigration. Dr. Nordau 
thinks the hardships of the task have 


been creatly estimated.

CANADA’S RICH FISHERIES 


OTTAWA, July 15.—Canadian fish- 
eries for the fiscal year, which closed 
March last, produced a total commer- 
cial revenue in excess of sixty million 
dolalrs, or an increase of twenty-five 
millions, as compared with the fiscal 
year that closed with March 1917. The 
export trade in fish for the last fascal 
year was worth $40,687,172, an in- 
crease of over one hundred per cent in 
value, as compared with 1914. The 
increase over the preceding year was 
in excess of four million dollars, 

The export trade with the United 
Kingdom increased from $6,726,239 in 
1914 to $9,815,979 in the last year, 
whhile the trade with the United 
States jumped from $6,644,365 in 1914 
to $17,180,250 last year. The great 
increase in fish sales to the United 
States has been due to the fact that 
the value of canned salmon sold to 
the republic in 1914 was $115,360, 
while last year it was $12,067,319. 
During a span of six years there has 
been a jump of nearly three hundred 
per cent in the value of dry salted 
cod, ling, hake and pollock shipped in- 
to the United States. 

Trade With United States 

Trade authorities look with some 
disfavor upon the increased fish trade 
with the United States because a 
large quantity of salmon and other 
fish imported from Canada is export- 
ed again, Statistics indicate that the 
premium on American money is at
